HORRORS OF HELL--- 
THERE IS NO REST 
FOR THOSE THERE 





Spark of Delicacy, But a Level Revolting 
Wreck of the Obscene and Foul

We find in these last days 
much literature being circulated 
which is trying to do away with 
hell and eternal punishment for 
the wicked. I have felt many 
times like we as children of God 
are saying too little about the 
reality of hell — not much 
preaching about it; not much 
talking about it; not many, 
tracts being published about it. 
In fact it is an altogether un- 
pleasant subject; and human 
nature is naturally fond of talk- 
ing and thinking of pleasant 
things. 

For instance, the love of God; 
the joy of salvation; the eternal 
bliss and pleasure of that beau- 
tiful city (heaven) are the most 
thought of and considered in 
these days. But there should be 
contrasted along with these the 
deceitfulness and craftiness of 
the devil; the miseries, tortures 
and ETERNAL punishment of 
HELL. Hence we _ send _ forth 
this little tract to warn and bring 
to the memory of those in dan- 
ger, the great mistake of for- 
getting it-—the reality of Hell. 

As the happiness of heaven is 
expressed in Scripture under the 
idea of a feast or wedding, at 
which time there is a great deal 
of light, joy and pleasure; so is 
hell in the New Testament set 
forth by such representatives as 
may powerfully instruct and 
terrify even the most common 
man. Nothing is more _intoler- 
ably painful than suffering the 
violence of fire enraged with 
brimstone. Hell is the place of 
the wicked dead, or the souls 
after death; the abode of evil 
spirits; place of disembodied 
spirits which Christ visited after 
death; (Luke 23:48; Acts 2:31; 
and 1 Peter 3:19.) The place of 
future punishment; and destruc- 
tion from the presence of God. 
(2 Thes. 1:9.) 

Hell is described as: Everlast- 
ing punishment; (Matt. 25:46.) 
Everlasting fire; (Matt. 25:41.) 
Everlasting burnings; (dsa. 33: 
14.) A furnace of fire; (Matt. 
13:42-50.) A lake of fire; (Rev. 
20:15.) Fire and _ brimstone; 
(Rev. 14:10: 19:20; 21:8.) Un- 
quenchable fire; (Matt. 3:12.) 
and Devouring fire. (Isa. 33:12.) 
It is represented as a dismally 


‘dark place where there is noth- 


ing but grief, sadness, vexation, 
rage, despair, and gnashing of 
teeth; like one shut out during 
the obscurity of the night and 
severity of the. cold. (Matt. 8: 
12.) 

The wicked in hell not only 
undergo the punishment of 
sense, but also that of loss which 
is a separation from God; a 
privation of His sight and the 
beautiful vision. And added to 
these is the eternity of their 
misery, which above all other 
consideration makes it intoler- 
able. By the gates of hell (Matt. 
16:18.) is meant the power and 
policy of the devil and his _ in- 
struments. _ 

It is the firm belief of many 
that hell is within man, and that 





even here man begins to experi- 
ence the tortures and endure 
its horrors. Be that as it may, 
we have read of many who 
realize the tortures before de- 
parting. One man whom we 
shall call Mr. C was accustomed 
to mock at Christianity, Old age 
came on, and he _ passed _ his 
seventieth year. While on his 
death bed he said to the one who 
was called to read and pray: 
“IT can see the devil here on the 
bed with me taking everything 
from me as fast as you read it.” 
(“And these are they by the way 
side, where the Word is sown; 
but when they have heard, 
Satan cometh immediately, and 
taketh away the Word that was 
sown in their hearts.”) (St. 
Mark 4:15.) “It is too late, too 
late! Oh! see the stream coming 
up! See the river rising higher 
and higher;-soon it will be over 
me and [ will be gone.” 


Mr. W an infidel, residing in 
the state of NewYork was bit- 
terly aganist the cause of God 
—he once held up his head and 
said: “Show me a hair in the 
palm of my hand, and I will 
show you a Christian at the age 
of seventy-four.” He came _ to 
face death. About fifteen min- 
utes before his departure he 
cried out: “I am in the flames— 
pull me out.” This he kept re- 
peating until the breath left his 
body. 

If, there is no hell, and the 
punishment is not so great why 
should God make so great pro- 
vision for our escape? Were the 
impure in heaven with the blaze 
and brightness of its glory all 
about them; with everything of 
splendor and sumptuous in 
the King of kings; and -with 
friends and loved ones and all 
the beauty around; then, if un- 
redeemed they would suffer 
tortures and agonies of HELL. 
(A vile man is always unhappy 
in the presence of the pure, and 
will stay as little among them as 
possible.) He will choose his 
boon companion; among whose 
nature is as low as his own. But 
he cannot bear gentle rebuke in 
the eyes of purity. 

This is one reason why our 
Churches are so badly attended 
at the present time—men find 
little there congenial to their 
taste. The club, the bar-room 
and the baseball games _ suits 
them better—this society has 
little virture with which to 
shame them. Take such a man 
to church and force him to re- 
main through the service: do 
this two or three. Sundays in 
succession, and then give him 
his choice of Church or a good 
thrashing: 

Church would be the greater 
torture of them two, 

No doubt then heaven would be 

a very wretched place for the 

impure. 

We have to form a taste for a 
thing before we can enjoy it. 
Music, art, literature, etc., if one 


has no love for it, it is a bore. In

Began to Come From 
all Sections of the 
Country 








FITZGERALD, Ga. — The 
camp meeting that so many 
have looked forward to has 
come and gone on the pages of 
history. Brother S. J. Heath 
had charge of the meeting and 
came over from Hazelhurst, 


labout four days before hand to 
Jhelp arrange the camp ground. 


At the very first the people be- 
gan to come from the _ north, 
east, south, and the surround- 
ing communities and enjoy the 
‘200d time with the Lord. 

The program had to be a little 
digressed from for the first day 
or so on the account of the 
speakers failing to arrive in 
time. On July 1st the song ser- 
vice began promptly at 8:00 P.

Luke 5, tells us about another 
man whom Jesus touched and 
healed of leprosy. Jesus told him 
to not tell it, but instead of 
keeping quiet he told it where 
he went, in so much that the 
fame went out and the multi- 
tudes came to Him to be healed 
of their infirmities. This shows 
that infirmities were something 
that could be healed. 


Luke 13:11, tells us about a 
woman that had an infirmity of 
eighteen years standing; she 
was bowed over; physicians 
more than likely would say 
“she had rheumatism.” But 
Luke said, “She had a spirit of 
infirmity.” Thousands of people 
have this spirit of infirmity; it 
is actually a spirit, an unclean 
spirit from Satan in the flesh;

Jesus, Not the Wine. 

The Syriac Version says, 
“Hereafter drink not water, but 
drink a little wine; on account 
of thy stomach and continuing 
infirmities.”” Now let us. notice, 
Paul didn’t say take it for your 
stomach or to heal your stom- 
ach but on account of your 
stomach. It is said the country 
where Timothy was at that time 
afforded water of an _ alkali 
nature and was hard on his di- 
gestive organs, doubtless in- 
flaming his stomach; so Paul 
suggests that he cease drinking 
water and drink wine instead. 
Wine doesn’t mean fermented 
juice of grapes every time from 
a viewpoint of the Bible, but it 
also means the fresh juice just 
pressed from the grape. 


Jesus has borne our infirmi- 
ties, so He doesn’t mean for 
us to try to heal ourselves 
by drinking wine, but the 
wine is to be used instead of 
alkali water. I was ata _ place 
one time where the water was 
an injury to a certain patient, 
so the physician recommended 
that the lady use no more water, 
but a little grape juice instead of 
the water. 

I am sure that it is good for 
us to use good judgment about 
our eating and drinking. If you 
find that a certain food or drink
